Stimson's Market has sold groceries on the corner of 26"" and Monroe in Ogden since the 
1950's. They opened another store in Layton on North Main. Later they started a large chain 
of convenience stores called Kar Kwik. 


Verlin Reddish, a construction worker who happened to have a leg crippled from polio, 
takes credit for talking Mr. Stimson into putting in the first drive-up window. He pointed 
out that there were probably lots of other people who were tired and sore after a hard day's 
work, and didn't feel like getting out of their cars to pick up a few things at the store. 


Today all the Kar Kwik stores have either been closed or sold out to other companies, but 
the two Stimson's stores remain.

A MAN found Britain’s 
largest haul of early Roman 
silver coins within minutes 

--of switching on a metal 
detector for the first time, 
an inquest was told 
yesterday. 

Kevin Elliott, who was 
being shown how to use the 
device by his cousin Martin, 
discovered a coinina 
gateway on his father’s farm 
at Shapwick, near 
Glastonbury, Somerset.
